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Coldest January In

Expanded Use Of 
Electric Power Is 


A review of the expanded 
business activities in South 
Alabama as result of the Ala- 
bama Electric Cooperative was 
reviewed to the Elba Rotary 
Club Tuesday, this week, by 
John Hill, of Andalusia. 

“Business goes where a pow- 
er line goes,” Mr. Hill said in 
opening, and proceeded to out. 
line that the Alebama Electric 
Cooperative supplies power to 
six municipalities including 
Elba, and 17 rural distribution 
systems. 

When the system started in 
1945, he said, it produced 1.9 
million KWH and last year pro- 
duced almost 10 million. KWH. 
The system has an investment 
of 16 million dollars of which 
$150,000 is in the city of Elba. 
A housing project in Brantley, 
and another in Brundidge, are 
entirely heated and cooled by 
electricity, with power supplied 
from the system. Luverne 
Slacks Co. is completely heat- 
ed and cooled by electricity. 

The company is now engag- 
ed in a $7,500,000 expansion 
program of which the major 
part is being spent on the Mc- 
Williams plant at Gantt. The 
plant was built in 1954 and by 
1959 had been more than doub.. 
led in output, with nine million 
doliars now invested in that 
plant. 

Mr. Hill said that the peak 
hours of use of electricity is 
between 11 a.m. and 12 o'clock 
noon, and again between 5 and 
7 p.m. 

The Alabama Electric Coop- 
erative was established with 
funds borrowed from REA, he 
said, which is being repaid an_ 
nually with interest. The co- 
operative pays all taxes paid 
by any other business firm 
except income taxes because it 
has no profits, being organized 
on a cooperative has repaid ov- 
er $3,200,000 on the loan.
